Bell Broken 


Was Cast In 1471 and Weighed 
Eight Thousand Pounds. 
Berlin has just lIcarned that the 


largest bell in the cathedral was brok- 
en while tolling for the funeral of 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, and that 
having bidden adicu to this member 
of the Hohenzollern family it will 
never be heard again, The bell had 
one of the most beautiful tones of any 
bell in all Germany. It was cast in 
1471 and weighed 8,000 pounds, It 
is six feet in diameter. It was plac- 
ed by Frederick the Great in 1747 in 
the tower of a cathedral, which then 
stood in the Lustgarten, near the 
royal palace in Berlin, Tt was in- 
stalled in the present cathedral when} 
that structure was completed seven- 
teen years ago.

Try Frozen 
Desserts 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


As the-warmer days come, the froz- 
en desserts should find place upon the 
family table. Why don’t women 
make them more often than they do? 
Simply because they believe that to 
make a freezer full of frozen strawber- 
rics is much more trouble than to 
make a lemon pie. But is it? 

The freezers on the market are 
simple of construction and casily save 
their cost in the first few weeks of 
their use, A freezer making as lit- 
tle as a pint, may be obtained in the 
shops. A pint gives two or three 
portions. 

For general use, one-third as much 
salt as ice is used. The salt must be 
the coarse salt sold for this special 
purpose. «The ice should be placed 
in a stout canvas bag and crushed 
with a mallet until quite fine. Large 
sharp pieces of ice have been known 
to pierce the tin containing the ma- 
terial to be frozen. 

A freezer should never be filled 
more than ‘three-fourths full, for 
any mixture expands in freezing. 

Now for recipes. A free-hand cook 
really needs very few recipes.. Tor 
instance, if you remember that a froz- 
en dessert never tastes as sweet as it 
really is, you will know when you 
taste the mixture before it is frozen 
that it must taste unusually sweet to 
be “just right” when it is frozen. The 
simplest frozen dessert, perhaps, is 
lemon pie. To make this, prepare 
an unusually sweet Icemonade. A lit- 
tle of the grated rind intensifies the 
flavor of the Iemonade. Freeze and 
serve. 

or orange pie, prepare a yery 
sweet orangeade containing some 
orange rind, as well as part Iemon 
juice. In fact, most every fruit ice 
contains part lemon juice. This pre- 
vents an otherwise insipid taste. 

Frozen berries are-prepared by add- 
ing one-half.as much crushed and 
swectened berries as you have sweet 
lemonade. 

In freezing any ice it is not neces- 
sary to turn the handle continuously. 
A turn now and then is sufficient. 
When the handle begins to turn 
“hard,” carefully remove the top of 
the can to prevent salty water from 
entering and spoiling the contents of 
the can, scrape off the dasher, if there 
is one, and replace the cover. 

Plug up the hole in the cover with 
a cork or other device, add salt and 
ice to the pail and wrap a piece of 
carpet or heavy blanket over the 
freezer to prevent undue melting. 
Allow the freezer to remain undis- 
turbed for an hour or longer before 
serving, if convenient, 


Get Together Results 


Benefit Derived From-the Accerdited 
Herd Plan for Control of Tuber- 
culosis in Cattle. 

A few years ago the United States 
breeders of pure-bred cattle, recog- 
nizing the necessity of more effective 
measures for the control of tubercu- 
losis, arranged a conference with offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try at Washington, the result of 
which was the adoption of what is 
known as the Accerdited Herd Plan, 
meaning that the herd had been thor- 
oughly tested and found entirely {ree 
from any symptoms of tuberculosis. 
The plan proved so successful (over 
a thousand herds being accredited in 
a brief period): that a decision was 
arrived at to adopt the system in 
Canada. Regulations were promul- 


gated which came into force in Sep-! 
tember, 1919, and have proved grati- | 


fyingly successful, a number of herds 
having been accredited while many 
others are under test. There is now 
an ‘agreement between Canada and 
the United States that cattle from ac- 
credited herds may enter cither way, 
without detention or test, 


Air Harbor For Regina. 

The establishment of a municipal 
air harbor at Regina is now all but an 
accomplished fact, and of two sites 
submitted by the city to the Canadian 
Air Force Association, the association 
selected one comprisitig about one 
hundred acres. All that remains to 
complete arangements is the receiv- 
ing and crection of the Bessoncau 
hangar, which has been reserved for 
Regina by the Canadian Air Board.

Harbor Cut Out 
Of Solid Rock 


Basin Has Area of Two and One-Half 
Acres. 


There is a natural impression that 
all constructional engineering work of 
the ordinary kind in Great Britain 
was suspended during the war, but in 
point of fact it was found possible to 
keep quite a number of schemes going 
in spite of the concentration of effort 
upon definite war work, <A case in 
point is supplied by an extensive 
harbor improvement which was be- 
gun in Great Britain a month or two 
before the war. The scheme includ- 
ed a new basin with an area of 2% 
acres and 1,500 feet of new quays. All 
through the war the work proceeded 
steadily, if slowly.. Its most remark- 
able feature was that the basin was 
cut out of solid rock to give an aver- 
age depth of 13 feet. The material 
excavated was ingeniously used to re- 
claim from the sea a considerable 
tract close to the harbor, 


Silos In Alberta. 


Much activity in building silos is re- 
ported by a Lethbridge firm, which 
has disposed of cightcen this year. It 
is estimated that between two lyin- 
dred and four hundred silos will be 
erected'in that district this summer.

Coal Licenses in B. C. 


During 1920 Twelve Coal Leases, 
Covering 7,680 Acres, Were 
Issued. 

During the fiscal year 1920, 275 coal 
prospecting licenses were issued in 
British Columbia, covering an area of 
126,500 acres, as compared with 112 
licenses in the previous year and 72 
in 1918, according to Hon. T. D. Pat- 
tullo, Minister of Lands. The fees 
paid on account of these licenses to- 
talled $33,381. Twelve coal leases, 
covering 7,680 acres, were issued dur- 
ing the year, as compared with one 
lease in the previous year and three 
in 1918.

tas a protection. In this section of 
the stream it is estimated that there 
ie several dozen beavers. Occasion- 
ally a beaver is seen at work, but it is 
iimpossible to deterinine the number, 
except by the evidence of trees being 
cut down and stord for food and the 
dams built. 7 ; 

The beavers are kept from moving 
up or down stream by a fence made 
of wire, built below and above the 
section of the stream which they in- 
habit. Mr, Parkinson intends to 
build a fence along both sides of the 
stream as well. 

Beavers have been under govern- 
ment protection for a number af 
years, but special arrangements has 
been made in the case of beaver farms 
whereby the furs are sold through the 
provincial game guardian by tender, 
twenty-five per cent. of the sale price 
being retained by the government. 
From the standpoint of profit beaver 
farming ranks favorably with any 
other line of fur farming. They more 
than double in number every year and 
on an average the furs sell for $50 
each. This year, owing to the low 
prices of all furs the price is some- 
what lower.

Alberta’s Population 


Is Placed at 620,000 by Provincial 
Statistics Branch, 

Alberta's population is put at 620,- 
000 by the provincial vital statistics 
branch. That figure has been made 
up on the basis of the births and 
deaths during the year 1920, the offi- 
cial report of which has just been is- 
sued. 

Births in the province in 1920 num- 
bered 16,565, a net decrease of 2,435 
over those of 1919, The record for 
any one year had previously been 
held by 1918, but this last report gocs 
beyond that record by 1,675. The 
birthrate per thousand of population 
was 27.72, 

Edmonton and Calgary ran almost 
neck and neck in the birth race with 
2,339 and 2,369, respectively.  Chil- 
dren born of British stock predomin- 
ated in both cities, and particularly 
in Calgary, where the figures were 
1,099 British, and 727 Canadian. In 
Edmonton. the births were 902 of 
British stock and 816 Canadian.

Life of Glacial Age is a Puzzle to the 
Scientists, 

When did the Glacial Period end? 
Was it ,an American scientist pertin- 
ently asks, when the ice began to 
disappear, or had half disappeared, or 


had entirely disappeared? asks An- 
swers. s 
If the last mentioned, then we 


are still in the Ice Age, for Europe 
has its glaciers, and so has Labra- 
dor, the Rockies, Alaska and islands 
in the Arctic regions, and, as every 
school boy is aware, Greenland is 
nearly covered with an ice-cap. 


Can the question be settled by a 
reference to climate? If so, then 
the Glacial Period ended for, ‘say, 


the Ontario region at the beginning 
of Lake Iroquois, for its trees be- 
longed to a cold, temperate climate. 

Probably the point is best settled 
by making the Glacial Period a pro- 
gressive event, regarding it as end- 
ing in one region perhaps thousands 
of years before it ends in another. 

Without doubt, this far-off epoch 
of thick-ribbed ice constitutes one of 
the great mysteries of the world’s 
history. It is absolutely hedged on 
with uncertainty, 

Though it is generally believed 
that there was more than one Ice 
Age, no one can say with any degree 
of certainty whether there 
three, four, or six, or a dozen, 
the matter of that. 

And the deepest of all mysteries 
connected with one or any of these 
icy periods is what was the cause of 
them. Both geologists and astrono- 
mers have, so far, failed to solve 
that problem. It is not yet even 
agreed as to what extent the ice-cap 
covered the globe.

Favorable crop reports for most of 
the world, published by the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture, are 
being interpreted as pointing to an 
easy situation in the international 
bread supply. Nothing is further 
from the fact. The usual amount of 
wheat is not standing in the fields, 
and even the most favorable weather 
conditions cannot assure a full sup- 
ply of bread. On the other hand, 
unfavorable weather in North Amer- 
ica before harvest or drought in the 
southern continent any time before 
December would seriously reduce the 
world’s loaf, which, at the best, will 
not be of normal size. 

An increased acreage in Europe 
has been referred to as an important 
factor in the wheat situations. Every 


such increase, as that of Italy, for 
instance, is an encouraging indica- 
lion of a country’s economic pro-. 


gress toward recovery. But the sum 
total is a bagatelle when weighed in 
the international balance. 

It is good to think that France has 
12,000,000 acres of wheat, and that 
“the crop situation is excellent.” This 
is an inercase of 600,000 acres over 
120. But the normal acreage is 
France is now on its pre- 
war consumption of 7.9 bushels per 
capita, requiring 340,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. Last year it raised two- 
thirds its requirements, and will do 
about the same this year. 

Rumania, which now includes Bes- 
sarabia and ‘Transylvania was a 
large exporter of wheat. The acre- 
age this year is cut one-half, and 
there will be no wheat for export. 
Germany must make a poor showing 
when - compared with 1914, and so 
must all Eastern Europe. In fact, 
the countries of Europe and North 
Africa, included in the report of the 
International Institute of Agriculture 
which has been received with so 
much optimism, have a large acreage 
that is less than three per cent. 
above 1920. Compared with 1914 the 
acreage is reduced 35 per cent, 

This same authority has counted 
the world supply, and calculates that ~ 
by July 31 the world stock of old 
wheat will be 52,000,000 bushels, 
which is one-third what the United 


States alone held last year. What 
does that figure show? It proves 
that the accumulations since the 


armistice have been consumed, and 
last year the world ate more wheat 
tlian it produced. . 


India’s acreage is 6,000,000 less 
than last year, and the crop is cso 
poor that, instead of exporting, the 


country may import wheat before 
the end of the year. Official reports 
show a large crop of winter wheat in 
the United States, and weather con- 
ditions are mainly favorable in the 
Northwest and Canada. The Southern 
continent’s harvest is still on the 
knees of the gods, and will be until 
January. Crop reports must ‘be read

isphere and Australia are the world’s 
dependence now, and an easy world 
situation cannot be expected.—Wall 
Street Journal.

No Chances Should Be Taken With 
Canned Foods. 


In February of this year a woman 
in Scattle dicd from cating three 
small Bites of canned beans. She 
knew that the beans showed signs of 
spoilage, but she “tasted them,” with 
fatal results. Referring to this case, 
the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice says that it is dangerous to cat 
any canned food that shows “the 
slightest unnatural odor, unnatural 
color, smelling of the container, signs’ 
of gas or any evidence 8f decomposi- 
tion whatever.” Such food may con- 
tain the bacilli of “botulism,” which 
engender one of the most dangerous 
of known organic poisons.‘

IN INTERESTS OF WOMEN

SYNOPSIS OF. IMPORTANT ACTS 


Passed at the Fourth Session of the Fourth Legislature, 
Province of Alberta 


Ninety-Two Bills Were Introduced — Of Fifteen Private Bills, Eleven Were 
Passed, and of Seventy-Seven Public Bills, Sixty-Seven 
Were Passed 


The Fourth Session of the Fourth Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened by His 
Honour Lieutenant Governor Brett, on Tuesday, 
February 15th, and came to a close on 
Tuesday, April 19th. 


PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIQUOR ACT. 

After the 1st day of June, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application in writing, giving reasons for re- 
quiring more. 

After the 1st day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order receive 
‘a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a greater number of bottles 
than has been dispensed by him from the date of 
his last preceding purchase as shown by origina! 
prescriptions delivered by him to the vendor: 
Provided, however, that upon proof satisfactory 
to the vendor a druggist may purchase such 
additional quantity as shall be reasonably ac- 
counted for as having been used. with other 
drugs in filling prescriptions not exclusively 
liquor. Notwithstanding the amount of -liquor 
called for by any prescription, only one sealed 
bottle shall be sold by a druggist upon any pre- 
scription and no bottle supplied by a vendor to a 
druggist shall be opened by the latter except 
for the purpose of filling prescriptions for twelve 
ounces of liquor or less, and in such case no other 
bottle shall be opened until the liquor in the first 
mentioned bottle is exhausted by filling such 
prescriptions. 

No veterinary surgeon shall be entitled to pur- 
chase more than one gallon of liquor during any 
one month. 

Any chemist or druggist who colourably for 
medicinal purposes sells liquors to be consumed 
by any person as a beverage shall on summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a penalty of not 
less than FourfHundred Dollars ($400), nor 
more than One Thousand Dollats ($1,000) and 
costs, and in default of payment thereof to im- 
prisonment for a, period of not less than three 
months, and’ shall moreover be disqualified 
from selling or purchasing liquor as a privileged 
person for a period of six months, and ,upon 
conviction for any offence committed subsequent 
to a first conviction shall be liable to impri- 
sonment for a period of six months and without 
the option of a fine, and, in addition, shall be 
disqualified from selling or purchasing liquor 
for a period of two years from the conviction. 

_Any person in the employ of a chemist or drug- 
gist who commits any act which if he were such 
chemist or druggist would render him liable 
to a penalty as such under the provisions of the 
previous paragraph shall be liable to the said 
penalty. 

When any person has been convicted of an 
offence committed in a drug store, then in addi- 
tion to all other penalties no liquor shall there- 
after be sold by any person whatsoever upon 
the premises whereon the offence was committed 
for a period of six months in the case of the first 
offence, and for a period of one year in the case 
of a conviction for a subsequent offence. 

All convictions made before the passing of the 
1921 amendments shall be reckoned as convic- 
tions for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any conviction made after such passing is a 
subsequent, second or third offence, within the 
meaning of the Act, excepting as to the new 

enalties provided prohibiting the sale of liquor 
in a drug store upon conviction obtained. 

When any chemist or druggist or employee 
is convicted in connection with the selling of 
liquor in a drugstore then all liquor found there- 
in shall be forfeited to His Majesty, and may 
be taken possession of by any officer or constable 
of the Alberta Provincial Police or of the police 
force of any municipality and forwarded to the 
premises of the nearest vendor to be disposed 
of upon order of the Attorney-General. 

No chemist or druggist shall have in his 
possession any liquor other than that supplied 
by a vendor, and in the event of the inspector 
of drag stores having reason to believe that any 
liquor in a druggist’s store was not purchased 
from a vendor, he may forthwith take possession 
of the same and retain it so long as necessary for 
the purposes of evidence. ; 

Such possession by any chemist or druggist 
or the presence in any drug store of any liquor 
other than liquor purchased from the vendor 
shall be conclusive evidence that such liquor -is 
kept for sale contrary to the provisions of this 


On and after the 19th day of April, 1921, any 
new drug’store’ being established in any city, 
town or village having at the time one or more 

- drug stores in operation, such new drug store 
shall not be permitted to fill prescriptions for 
liquor until such store has been in continuous 
operation for a period of six montha. 

Any person conducting a retail store in any 
town, village or hamlet where there is no drug 
store may scll such patent medicines as a 
druggist is permitted to sell under this Act. 

The general penalties have been increased as 
follows: Not less than $100 nor more than 
$200 is now Not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000. 

Not less than $10 nor more than $100 is now 
Not less than $20 nor more than $200, 

Not less than $100 nor more than $300 is now 

Not less than $200 nor more than $500. 
"In -the”event™of"an’ appeal”from the convic- 
tion bya magistrate or justice of the peace, the 
penalty prohibiting the sale of liquor in a drug 
store imposed by this Act shall notwithstanding 
any appeal be effective pending the disposition 
of the case on appeal. 

All fines levied under the Act shall fall into 
the General Revenue of the Province, excepting 
in the cases of offences occurring in any muni- 
cipality and prosecuted to a conviction by the 
Police or any Officer of the municipality, in which 
event the fines shall be paid over by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer to the municipality procuring 
the convictions. 


2.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE DOMESTIC 
ANIMALS ‘ACT. 


The ‘definition of “animal running at large”’ is 
amended by striking out the words ‘in charge’’ 
and substituting “under the immediate, con- 
tinuous and effective control.” 

“Day” shall mean a period of twenty-four 
hours. 

The definition of ‘prohibited animal’’ is ex- 
tended to mean any animal prohibited by by-law 
from running at large in a municipality or part 
thereof. 

“Resident” shall mean any person who resides 
within a municipality and is cither a tax-payer 
or a tenant at a fair value rental of lands therein. 

Each animal in any herd, band or flock shall be 
deemed to be running at large, unless the herd, 
band or flock is under the charge of a sufficient 
number of herders to ensure the easy retention 
of immediate, continuous and effective control 
over each animal comprised in the same. 

Subject to the exemptions given in Section 
7 of the Act, the Minister may by Order 
prohibit the grazing of any domestic animal or 
any class thereof upon unfenced land other than 
land owned by the actual owner of the animals 
and by like order may prohibit the running 
at large of the same withinany specified part o 
an extra-municipal area 


Every municipality may in the same manner as 
directed, with regard to by-law- as to the run- 
‘ning at large of animals, pass, a, by-law 
prohibiting the grazing of any domestic animals 
or any class thereof upon unfenced land other 
than land owned by the actual owner of the 
animals. 

Any person shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $100 if he when taking his own animal 
from pasture, without the owner's consent takes 
or drives off the animal of any other person 
grazing with his own, or causes or allows any 
horses or head of cattle belonging to another 
person to be driven with his band or herd more 
than five miles from its grazing place, provided 
that such person shall not be liable if he at once 
drives back such animals to the place from which 
he drove them. 

The power of a municipal district to declare by 
by-law what a lawful fence shall be has been 
taken away... 

The power of the Licutenant Governor, in 
Council to direct that any ‘‘territory” shall be 
a pound district has been amended to read 
“part of the extra-municipal area.” 

Every municipality shall be a pound district. 

The Council of every municipality may by by- 
law direct that any or all domestic animals shall 
be prohibited from running at large in any part 
or parts of the municipality, and may in such by- 
law treat the animals which are not the property 
of residents as a distinct class from those owned 
by residents. Form of by-law and the pro- 
cedure for passing same is fully set out in the Act. 

If upon the date to be fixed by Order in Council 
any municipality has not either passed a resolu- 
tion that it does not desire any by-law prohibit- 
ing animals from running at large or from 
arfy cause has no such by-law then a form of 
by-law given in the Act shall have force and 
effect in the municipality as if it were a by-law 
duly passed by the council and approved of by 
the resident electors. This form prohibits 
horses, asses, mules, sheep, goats and geese from 
running at large for the entire year in the whole 
municipality, and cattle from running at large 
from the first day of April to the last day of 
December in each year. 

If upon such date any municipality has not 
either passed a resolution that it does not desire 
any by-law prohibiting animals from grazing 
upon unfenced lands therein or from any cause 
has no such by-law then no domestic animal 
owned by a person who is not a resident shall be 
permitted, whether in charge of a herder or not, 
to graze on unfenced lands in such municipality 

By-laws now in force in any municipality with 
regard to the running at large of domestic animals 
shall cease to have any validity upon the date 
hereinbefore mentioned. 

Any animal which is found grazing upon 
unfenced lands in any municipality contrary to 
the by-laws thereof shall be deemed to be an ani- 
mal unlawfully running at large. 

In every municipality the council shall ap- 
point pound-keepers and shall publish in cne 
issue of a newspaper circulating in the munici- 
pality a list of the pound-keepers and shall in like 
manner publish any alterations in or additions to 
such list. 

The pound or pounds to serve a municipal 
district may be located in a villag or town lying 
within the outer boundary of the district. 

Every municipality shall be responsible for the 
acts or negligence of the pound-keepers, or their 
agents, and shall be liable for all loss or damage 
resulting therefrom. 


Any corral or enclosure other than a building 
used as a pound shall be surrounded by a lawful 
fence, but in no case shall an open barbed- 
wire corral be deemed to be a suitable pound 
unless such corral contains an area of at least 
twenty acres. 

A pound-keeper shall not be entitled to any 
remuneration exceeding in amount Twelve 
Dollars for the care and sustenance of any animal. 

Part three of the Act shall apply to extra 
municipal areas only. 

Any sale by an auctioneer made in accordance 
with the formalities required by part five of the 
Act shall vest the ownership of the animals sold 
in the purchaser upon the expiration of thirty 
days from the date of the sale, unless the former 
owner of the animal has redeemed the same prior 
to that date. F 

When any person is deprived of the ownership 
of an animal through the neglect or omission of 
the brand reader to perform any of the duties 
imposed upon him by this Act then he shall be 
entitled to receive any fine which is recovered 
from the brand reader under the provisions of 
this Act. > 

Upon a brand being vented in the case of a 
stray or an entire animal the owner shall pay 
to the brand reader the sum of Three Dollars 
instead of One Dollar as formerly. 

If no bid is offered by any person at a sale, then 
the pound-keeper of the stray or entire animal 
under parts three or four of the Act shall have 
the right of having the animal knocked down to 
him at a price sufficient to discharge all money 
due to him under the provisions of this Act. 

Notice containing a list of all the fees charge- 
able ‘under this Act shall be furnished to the 
pound-keepers in extra-municipal areas by the 
Minister and in municipal districts by the secre- 
tary, and the pound-keeper shall be required 
to post such notices in some conspicuous place 
upon the premises where the pound ts es‘ ablished. 

No person or persons shall conduct a round-up 
of livestock upon public grazing lands without 
the consent of the Minister, and upon the 
Minister giving his consent the Licutenant 
Governor in Council may provide such rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the same as may 
seem proper and convenient. 

Any person contravening any of such rules or 
regulations shall be liable toa penalty of not less 
than Twenty-five Dollars ($25) or more than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100). 

The last Section of the Act bringing it into 
force as to parts of the Act and parts of the 
Province has been repealed. 


3.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
LIBRARIES ACT. 


In any city of a population of 50,000 or more 
where there is only one original or main library 
established under this Act, there may be paid 
to the Board in respect of one branch library a 
grant upon the same scale as is paid in respect 
of original or main libraries. 


4.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSES ACT.. 


“Public Health Course” is substituted for 
“Special Course of Study.” The term of the 
course is fixed y the Senate of the University in- 
stead of by the Minister. 


5.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE VENEREAL 
DISEASES ACT.

7.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE VITAL 
STATISTICS ACT. 


The Deputy Minister of Health shall be Regis- 
trar General and the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council shall appoint a Deputy Registrar 
General. 

Every Registrar upon registering t!e death 
of and before issuing a burial permit with respect 
to an infant under one year of age shall ascertain 
the place of birth, and if the same is within his 
registration district | ¢ shall not issue the permit 
until the birth is registered. 

Where death occurs outside the Province, or i 
a registration district other than that in which 
the burial is to take place a certificate of registra-, 
tion of death signed by the proper officer at the 

lace of death, or by the registrar of the district 
in which the death occurred, as the case may be, 
shall be sufficient.authority for the issue of a 
burial permit. 

In the event of the child being born dead, 
both the birth and death shall be registered 
and notice of each shall be filed with the district 
registrar in the usual manner. 

The fee for searches of original entrics of 
births, marriages and deaths has been changed 
from twenty-five cents for cach search to twenty- 
five cents for each period of three years or 
fraction thereof covered by the search. 


8.—THE WATER USERS’ DISTRICT ACT, 
- 1920. 


The managers’ had power under the Act ‘‘to 
impose an equal rate per acre upon the arca 
to be irrigated.” This has been amended to 
read “to impose upon the occupiers of the 
land within the district an equal rate per acre 
of the area to be irrigated.” Any rate so im- 
posed shall constitute a debt from -the person 
upon whem it is imposed to the managers and 
may be recovered in the same manner as the 
Municipal tax. 

By-laws in regard to maintenance of irrigation 
ditches may provide for such by allotting for 
maintenance to each person in the association 
acertain portion of the ditches which may include 
crossings of roads and the structures in connec- 
tion therewith, and it shall be the duty of each 
person to properly maintain his portion. If he 
does not doso the managers may give him written 
notice to repair within one week, and if he does 
not do so they may have the work done and 
coJlect the cost and any expenses from the 
person in default as a rate imposed by the Act. 

When any member of an association wilfully 
permits damages to be caused by the careless or 
improper use of irrigation water he shall be liable, 
for the costs of repairing such damages and the 
managers may assess as a rate under the Act. 

The sceretary is made the returning officer for 
any annual election after the first election, and 
the notice of such election need not set forth 
the area of the district. ‘The secretary-treasurer 
before entering on his duties shall give a bond 
in an amount satisfactory to the managers for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 

Section 22 of the Act is struck out. 


9.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE REGISTERED 
NURSES ACT. 
Every applicant for registration after the first 


day of May, 1921, shall (a) have received at 
least three years’ training in medical, surgical 


13.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RE- 
SPECTING SUBDIVISION AND 
OTHER PROPERTIES. 


Provision is made for the division of the re- 
muneration of the commissioner or commissioners 
between the Government and the municipali- 
ties concerned and also for a tariff of fees for 
services to be performed by a commissioner or 
commissioners under the Act. 


14.-AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH ACT. 


The Provincial Board is given power to make 
rules and regulations for the licensing, con- 
struction, maintenance, operation and inspection 
of and provision for medical attendance at ma- 
ternity homes and the licensing of midwives 
and for the reporting, prevention and treatment 
of inflammation of the eyes of new-born children. 

The Board is also given authority to make 
regulations respecting the payment of fees to 
medical practitioners for reporting cases of 
communicable disease. ‘ 

The Council of every city, town or village and 
municipal district shall in cach year vote such 
sums as are necessary for the carrying on of the 
work of the Board and all health districts within 
its boundaries. 

The Minister of Public Works shall at the 
request of the Minister of Health for the purpose 
of the carrying on of the work of the Board of 
Health within an improvement district, expend 
out of the district fund collected from such im- 
provement district, such sums of money as may 
be necessary. 

Any executive officer who is certified by the 
Provincial Board to be capable of performing 
vaccination or inoculation may vaccinate or 
inoculate any person who so desires. 

In default of payment of a fine imposed for 
breach of the Act or regulations or orders made 
thereunder, the party convicted is liable to im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months with or without hard labour. 


15.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE IRRIGA- 
TION DISTRICTS ACT, 1920. 


Trustees must be British subjects and voters of 
the district of the full age of twenty-one years. 


and obstetiical work at a general hospital or 
hospitals recognized by the Senate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta; (b) pass the qualifying examin- 
ation required by the Act; (c) pay the fee of $5.00: 
Provided that any applicant resident in Alberta 
on the 18th day of April, 1916, and then possess- 
ing a certificate of graduation from a hospital 
which provided for at least two years’ training, 
need not comply with the requirements of (a) 
or (b). 

Any person who is registered as a nurse under 
the laws of any other province, state or country 
may upon payment of the fee be registered 
without further examination, if the Senate of the- 
University of Alberta is satisfied that the stand- 
ing of qualification for registration required there- 
in is at least equivalent to that required in Al- 
berta. 

The Senate of the University of Alberta shall 

(1) sSatisfy itself that any person entering 
upon a course of hospital training leading to 
registration has.passed the Grade VIII. examina- 
tion of the Public School course of the Province 
or has equivalent educational standing. 

(2) Fixed standards of training with regard 
to bed, capacity classes, lectures and other 
factors making for efficiency. 

(3) Refuse recognition of any hospital in 
which such standards are not observed. 

(4) Prescribe the subjects and scope of the 
qualifying examination and appoint examiners to 
conduct the same. 


10.—AN ACT TO AMEND ‘THEE AGRICUL - 
TURAL SOCIETIES ORDINANCE. 


A new society shall not be formed unless its 
chief place of business is at least. twenty-five 
miles from the chief place of business of any 
existing society. 

The annual meeting of every society shall be 
held between the 30th day of November and the 
lth day of December at a time and place to be 
fixed by the Board of Directors. 

Payment of grants has been amended as fol- 
lows: 

To cach society of over one hundred paid-up 
members the grant is fifty cents per member up 
to two hundred members. 

To each society holding an exhibition whose 
total expenditure for prizes exceeds $400.00 in 
the case of the first exhibition, and exceeds $500.00 
in subsequent exhibitions, the grant is 60% of the 
amount actually paid out for prizes, but not 
exceeding $3,000. Toa society holding a winter 
exhibition of poultry, the grant is 60% of the 
amount paid in prizes without limit as to total 
To a society holding a horticultural exhibition 
or a combined field crop and clean seed exhibi- 
tion, or a spring stallion show, the grant is 60% 
of the amount paid in prizes, not exceeding 
$300.60 for each. Fora field grain competition, 
602%, not exceeding $250.00, and for a good farms 
competition, 60%, not exceeding $100.00. 


11.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE ALBERTA 
INSURANCE ACT. 


Every company or person doing insurance 
business shall forward to the Provincial Trea- 
surer on or before the end of January in every 
year a statement showing the names of all 
agents to whom any such company or person has 
paid a commission during the twelve months 
immediately preceding the first day of January 
of that year. 

No agent of any company or person whomso- 
ever shall by means of misleading or false 
statements, procure or induce or attempt to 
procure or induce any person to surrender or 
otherwise avoid any policy of insurance. Any 
tender of money under the provisions of the 
Act may be made by marked cheque drawn upon 
a bank to which the Bank Act applies. 


12.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SAVINGS

Amendments provide the procedure,for passing 
by-laws and for their authentication and valida- 
tion. 

Any amount borrowed shall be paid out of the 
irrigation rates for the year and shall after pay- 
ment of the amount falling due to debenture 
holders be first charge thereon. 

Any temporary loan may be guaranteed by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council without any 
further order or authority than is provided by 
the Act. 

The district engineer must be a registered pro- 
fessional engineer within the meaning of The 
Enginccring Profession Act and his appointment 
must receive the prior approval of the Irrigation 
Council. 

No construction of any work shall be directed 
or begun until the same shall have received the 
consent of the Council. 

Proceeds of the sale of debentures may be de- 
posited with the Provincial Treasurer and in- 
vested in provincial securities. 

Pending the regular issue and sale of any 
deberitures money may be temporarily raised by 
the Board with the consent of the Minister by 
the deposit of all or any of the debentures as se- 
curity. Such loan with interest shall be repaid 
upon the sale of the debentures. 

If the proceeds of debentures are found to be 
insufficient to complete the proposed works, sup- 
plementary debentures may be issued with the 
permission of the Minister of Public Works. 

The irrigation rate shall be imposed upon 
each parcel of land within the district in respect 
of each acre therein to be irrigated as shown by 
the last revised assessment roll for the district. 
The assessment, levy and collection of such rate 
shall be made by the treasurer of this district. 

The whole of part four of the original Act 
relating to recovery of rates is repealed, and the 
treasurer shall prior to the lth day of Augustin 
each year prepare lists of all la ds on which ar- 
rears of irrigation rates have not been paid before 
the last preceding Ist day of July. Each such list 
shall be prepared with respect to lands situate 
in the separate municipality and shall on or prior 
to the said 14th day of August be forwarded to 
the mayor or reeve of such municipality or the 
Department of Municipal Affairs as the case may 
be for enforcement under the provisions of The 
Tax Recovery Act. 

All rates payable under the Act shall be deemed 
to be in arrears if they remain unpaid after the 
31st day of December of the year in which they 
are levied. ; 

Provision is made upon the direction of the 
Minister for the amalgamation of two or more 
districts having no debenture indebtedness. 

Only persons cligible to hold office as trustee 
may be nominated and the candidate in his ac- 
ceptance is required to set out that he is eligible 
to hold office as a trustee. 


16.—AN ACT RESPECTING DRAINAGE 
; DISTRICTS. 

This isa new Act of 165 sections so that a 
bare outline only is given here, and the reader 
is referred to the Act itself for working particu- 
lars. The provisions of the Act generally are 
similar to those of the Irrigation Districts Act, 
the chief difference being that the irrigation rates 
are collected by the district and drainage rates are 
collected by the municipalities in which the var i- 
ous parcels of land are situated. 

All drainage districts in’ existence shall be 
continued subject to this Act which calls for a 
new election of trustees within three months of 
the date fixed by Order in Council bringing the 
Act into operation, 

A district may be formed on a petition to the 
Minister in a given’ form signed by the registered 
owners of at least one-half of the proposed area 
to be included, accompanied by a sum or bond 
sufficient to cover preliminary expenses. Upon 
receipt of petition the Minister may procure an 
engineer to make an examination and prepare 
areport and estimate as to cost. This report and 
notice of the application shall be published for 
three weeks and if after two weeks from last 
publication no substantial objection has been 
made, the Minister shall appoint a returning 
officer to take a vote as to the formation of the 
district and for the election of a Board of three 
trustees who must be voters of the district, 
twenty-one years of age and British subjects. 

If the Minister for any reason decides not to 
“proceed, or if the result of the election shows that 
less than two-thirds of those voting were in 
favour of the scheme, the costs shall be levied 
upon the petitioners in proportion to acreage, and 
shall be recoverable in a manner similar to drain- 
age rates and the scheme, dropped by Order, 
otherwise the district shall he formed by order of 
the Minister and the Board shall have power 
to appoint officers, define their duties, fix their 
salaries and exact security for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. The Board may also 
pass by-laws for paying the members, for bor- 
rowing money for temporary purposes, and for 
imposing a’ special rate to meet emergency 
expenses. 

There shall be a drainage council of one, two 
or three members appointed by the Licutenant 
Governor in Council to advise the Board, and no 
by-laws shall be submitted for the issue of de- 


| bentures and no debenture money shall be spent, 
| no contract entered into and no rate of assessment 


made without the consent of the Council. A 
debenture by-law shall be carried if two-thirds 
of those voting are in favour of it. If satisfied 
the Minister may assent in writing to the raising

Treasurer and invested in Provincial securities 
and no portion shall be paid out except on the 
application of the trustees with the approval 
of the Council. 

Pending a sale of debentures, money may be 
raised with the consent of the Minister by deposit 
of the debentures as security. If necessary to 
complete any work supplementary debentures 
may be issued. 

The Board shall, not later than the first day 
of February in each'year make an estimate of the 
amount required and pass a by-law*imposing a 


‘ 


drainage rate upon each parcel of land in propor- 
tion to the estimated benefit derived. A col- 
lector’s roll shall be made out showing the rate 
chargeable against cach parcel of land. A copy 
for that portion of the district ineach municipal- 
ity, shall be sent to the Secretary and the taxes 
shall be levied and collected and arrears recovered 
by the municipality the same as ‘municipal taxes 
and the proceeds remitted to the Secretary of the 
District, less one per cent. for collection, before 
the first day of December in each year. 

The person owning or occupying land must 
keep the drainage works free from obstructions 
through his land, or pay for the removal of 
such if done by the Board. 

Full procedure is given for the conduct of 
ele¢tions, including polls, form of ballots, in- 
structions as to voting, returns and recounts, also 
for voling‘on debenture by-laws, for the expro- 
priation of lands and for the realizing of execu- 
tions against a Board of trustees. The Act 
shall come into operation upon such day as may 
be fixed by Order in Council. 


17.-AN ACT TO AMEND THE SUPPLE- 
MENTARY REVENUE ACT. 


The Assessor shall assess by valuation and in 
1920 and every fifth’ year therefrom after the 
disposa! of appeals and revision of assessments, 
he shall forward to the Department of Municipal 
Affairs a statement showing in detail the total 
assessed value of the land assessed by valuation, 
and of the acreage held under grazing leases from 
the Government of Canada. 

If the total equalized assessment as fixed by 
the Board differs from that fixed by the assessor 
the difference shall be distributed by a pro rata 
raising or lowering of the assessment of the 
parcels, subject to any special’ directions as to 
assessment of classes of land given by the Board. 

Where no assessment notices were sent out in 
1920, the Council of a municipal district, or in 
the case of an improvement district, the Minister 
may instruct the assessor in 1921 before June 
Ist to send out such notices, receive, hear, and 
decide appeals and allot to the assessment of the 
parcels any,difference between the total amended 
roll and the amount of the equalized assessment 
fixed by the Board. The Minister is given 
authority to compromise arrears of taxes on lands 
which have been subdivided, whether the plan 
has been cancelled or not. The Municipality 
shall be paid five per cent. of the amount col- 
lected by it under this Act. 

All lands registered in the name of the Crown 
or the beneficial ownership of which is vested in 
the Crown shall: be exempt from assessment 
under this Act, or any other Act and neither the 
Board nor the Assessor shall consider such lands 
in fixing the total assessable value of the rateable 
lands in a municipality. 


18.—AN ACT. TO AMEND THE WILD 
LANDS TAX ACT. 


The exemption owing to cultivation where the 
owner has several portions of lands within a 
radius of nine miles shall apply, though the lands 
are not in the same assessment district. 

Every quarter-section upon which active 
mining operations are carried on together with 
not more than three quarter-sections contiguous 
thereto, if owned by the same person as the first 
mentioned quarter-section, shall be exempt from 
the tax under this Act. 

Where any corporation or person has for the 
purpose of irrigating land actually expended on 
irrigation works a sum at least equivalent to 
fifteen dollars per acre of the number of acres 
capable’ of and intended ‘to be ‘irrigated, then 
every quarter-section included in such land if 
a fourth part of such is capable of irrigation, 
shall be exempt from the tax under this Act. 

Provided that ther: shall be no exemption in 
respect of any land sold or agreed to be sold by 
such corporation or person nor in respect to any 
lands after the irrigation works have been 
constructed or in respect to any land after De- 
cember, 1926. 

The authority to levy and collect the taxes in 
the case of land situated in a municipal district 
shall vest in such district and be regulated by 
the *provisions of The Municipal Districts Act 
and The Tax Recovery Act, and in the case of land 
situated in any improvement district, shall vest 
in the Department of Municipal Affairs and be 
regulated by the provisions of The Improvement 
Districts Act and The Tax Recovery Act. Pro- 
vided that in any year an appeal may be made as 
to whether any land assessed as wild land is liable 
to taxation under this Act. 


19.—AN ACT RESPECTING THE TAXA- 
TION OF LAND FOR EDUCA- 
TIONAL PURPOSES. 


All land not exempt shall be annually taxed 
three mills in the dollar of the assessed value. 
The tax on any parcel containing at least one 
acre in any subdivision or in any fraction of a 
section shall be at least two dollars. The tax 
in respect of any parcel of land containing less 
than one acre in any subdivision or in any frac- 
tion of a section shall be at least twenty-five 
cents. Every occupant of land exempt from 
taxation shall be annually taxed three mills in the 


dollar of the assessed ‘value of the land occupied 
by him in respect of his interest therein, [Every 
occupant under grazing lease or permit shall be 
taxed one and one-half cents per acre of the land 
so held. 

Where any minerals are onor beneath any land 
leased or otherwise in the possession of any person 
other than the owner or if such minerals are 
worked by the owner for sale or use for profit, 
then the lessee or other person or the owner, 
as the case may be, shall be taxed one and one- 
half cents per acre. 

The exemptions are the same as given in the 
old Act with the exceptions given herein. 

A report respecting assessment and taxation 
under the Act shall be sent to the Minister by 
every municipal district on or before the tenth 
day of January in each year. The Minister 
may compromise arrears of taxes payable to 
him on lands which have been subdivided undera 
registered plan. f 

The method of assessment of lands, owners, and 
occupants and the collection and enforcement of 
the taxes levied under this Act shall in the case 


of lands situated in an improvement district 
follow and be regulated by The Improvement 
District Act, and The Tax Recovery Act, and in 
the case of lands in a municipal district shall fol- 
low and be regulated by the provisions of The 
Municipal-District Act and The Tax Recovery 
Act. 

A commission shall be paid to cach municipal 
district of five per cent. of the amount actually 
collected by it under this Act. 

The Educational Tax Act is hereby repealed.

In order to promote the effi- 
ciency and encourage the permanency of rural 
schvol teachers, the government pays one-third of 
the cost of building and furnishing the teachers’ 
home. Consolidated schcols, where they are de- 
sired, are aifed by government. grants. Where 
ecnsolidation is impossible or {is not desired, 
three times the usual grant is made to two-room 
schoels. so that educational facilitics may he 
largely increesad., The educational opportunity of 
the child in the country is now more nearly equal 
to that of the child in the town or city, by reason 
of special legislation providing for high school 
educaticn in the rural districts. The government 
believes in providing adequate educational facill- 
ties for even the most remote districts, so that the 
children of settlers miles from a railroad or set- 
tloments may have a fair start in lffe.
